TOWN MEETING WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Lyman, in the County 
of Grafton, and State of New Hampshire, qualified to 
vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Lyman Town 
Hall in said town on Tuesday, the llth day of March, 
1947, polls to be opened at nine o’clock in the forenoon 
and will not be closed before three o’clock in the after- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1 To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 2 To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and to 
make appropriations for the same. 


Art. 3 To see what sums of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repairs of highways and 
bridges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 4 To see what sums of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of winter 
roads. 


Art. 5 To see what action the town will take towards 
fixing the compensation of the tax ecllector. 


Art. 6 To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $25.00 for the Lisbon District 
Nursing Association. 


Art. 7 To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the White Pine Blister Rust 
Control. 


Art. 8 To see if the town will vote to grant a dis- 
count of two per cent on all taxes paid on or before such 
time as the Selectmen may designate. 


Art. 9 To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow such sums of money as they deem 
necessary in anticipation of taxes. 


Art. 10 To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the proper observance of 
Memorial Day. 


Art. 11 To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $29.96 to the White Mountain Re- 
gion Association, being 10 cents per $1000 of the assessed 
valuation for 1946, for the purpose of issuing and distrib- 
uting printed matter and advertising and otherwise pub- 
licizing the advantages of the town, in cooperation with 
the other 45 towns in the region. 


Art. 12. To seeif the town will vote to remodel the 
tool shed, to be used as a garage and to house fire equip- 
ment, and to raise and appropriate the necessary money 
for the same. 


Art. 18 Tosee if the town will vote to buy new equip- 
ment for snow removal and summer work, and to raise 
and appropriate the necessary money for the same. 


Art. 14 To seeif the town will authorize‘the select- 
men to secure the assistance of the State Tax Commission 
in reappraising the taxable property in the town in order 
to secure greater equality as between taxpayers, and to 
insure the assessment of all property in the town on the 
same standard of value, and to raise and appropriate 
money to pay for same. 


Art. 15 To see if the town will vote to petition the 
State Tax Commission to have an audit made by the Di- 
vision of Municipal Accounting, and to make an appro- 
priation to cover the expense of such audit. 
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Art.-16 To hear the reports of agents, auditors, com- 
mittees and officers heretofore chosen, and pass votes 
relative thereto. 


Art. 17 To transact any other business that may leg- 
ally come before the meeting.

Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the report of the annual audit 
and examination of the accounts of the Town of Lyman 
covering the fiscal year ended December 31, 1946, which 
was made by this Division in accordance with the vote 
of the town. Schedules as hereafter listed are included 
as part of this report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector, Town Clerk and Trustees of Trust Funds. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets— Dec. 81, 1945 
Dec. 31, 1946 (Schedule A) 


Comparative balance sheets as of Dec. 31, 1945, and 
Dec. 31, 1946, are presented in Schedule A. As indicated 
therein a net change in the financial condition of the 
town of $776.28 took place during the year, which start- 
ed with a Surplus of $282.24 and closed with a Net Debt 
of $493.99. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition (Sched. A-1) 


An analysis of the change in financial condition of the 
town during the year is made in Schedule A-1, with the 
factors which caused the change indicated therein. 


Comparative Statements of Appropriations and 
Expenditures—Estimated and Actual 
Revenues (Schedules B and C) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and expend- 
itures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiseal year 
ended Dec. 31, 1946, are presented in Schedules B and 
C. As indicated by the budget summary a net overdraft 
of appropriations of $1,088.96, less a net excess of actual 
over estimated revenues of $3812.73, resulted in a net 
budget deficit of $771.23. 


Summary of Receipts and Expenditures (Sched. D) 


A summary of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal 
year ended Dec. 31, 1946, made up in accordance with 
the uniform classification of accounts, is included in 
Schedule D. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance, as of Dec. 
31, 1946, is indicated in Schedule E. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public 
funds were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancel- 
led checks were compared with supporting Invoices and 
payrolls as well as entries in the books of record. Re- 
ceipts were checked by source insofar as possible and 
totals of receipts and expenditures verified. 


TAX ACCOUNTS 


Tax warrants for the levies of 1946, 1945 and 1944 and 
tax sale accounts for the levies of 1942, 1938, 1937 and 
prior years were examined. Summaries indicating the 
activity in these accounts for the fiscal year ended Dec. 
31, 1946, are presented in Schedules F, G, H, and I, 
respectively. 


It was noted that no tax sales were held on account 
of the levies of 1945 or 1944, although there appeared to 
be uncollected real estate taxes on the warrants for each 
of these years as of Dec 31, 1946. The Tax Collector or 
his surety is liable for such taxes which may be lost 
through failure to hold a tax sale before the town’s prior 
lien upon the property expired. 


It was also noted that there were unredeemed taxes on 
account of the levies of 1942, 1938, 1987 and prior years 
amounting to $190.40. It is reeommended that tax deeds 
be given the town by the collector for this property in- 
asmuch as the two year redemption period expired some 
time ago. | 


TOWN CLERK 


The financial accounts and records of the Town Clerk 
were examined and audited. All funds received by the 
Clerk on account of the issuance of motor vehicle per- 
mits and dog licenses were properly accounted for through 
remittances to the Treasurer and fees retained. (Sch. J) 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


The accounts and records of all town officials, with ex- 
ceptions as herein noted, were found in good condition 
and the accounting procedure conformed to the uniform 
system prescribed by this division. 


The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211. of the Laws 
of 1989, require that this report or a summary of its es- 
sential features shall be published in the next annual 
town report. 
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We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Lyman for their assistance during the course of the 
audit.
